MURDER NOW RANKS AS “BIG BUSINESS” 
IN U. S. SAYS THE OPELIKA NEWS. 


Nineteen larger cities of the United States 
report 111 murders in January, indicating 
the business of murder in this country is 
assuming proportions that may some day 
demand the attention of the people. s This 
, is running at the rate of 1,382 annually for 
■ these nineteen cities, accounting for only a 
part of the total population. 
Various cities 
reported as follows: Chicago, 26; New York, 
16; Detroit, 11; Dallas, 6;‘ Los Angeles, 4; 
Pittsburgh, 8; Philadelphia, 12. 
Murders in all England during the past 
five years average only 103 ANNUALLY, or 
between eight «pnd nine murders a month. 
There is some cause for the difference. What 
is it?—Opelika Daily News. 
Much has been said in late years of the dan­ 
gerous increase in crime, especially murder, in 
America. 
Much more, undoubtedly, will be said 
before Americans decide that one way to help 
law enforcement would be to give enforcement 
a chanee to catch up with enactment. 
The figures given by the News in the opening 
paragraph above are no more alarming than the 
the figures recently given by an authority on the 
rate at which new laws are being passed. Imagine 
the work of congress in adoption of new legisla­ 
tion in a single year multiplied by thousands and 
thousands of county boards, state legislature 
and municipal governing agencie» and some idea 
is gained of the increasing difficulty the average 
citizen has in keeping track of the multiplicity 
of laws, to say nothing of the difficulty of observ­ 
ing them.

Your Income Tax 


NUMBER 24 


Inquiries received by the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue indicate con­ 
fusion in the minds of the writ­ 
ers concerning the difference be­ 
tween business expenditures and 
business expenses. 
Business ex­ 
penditures are not always business 
expenses within the meaning of 
the income tax law. A merchant 
may build an addition to his store 
at a cost of $25,000. This is a cap­ 
ital expenditure for an addition to 
his assets. 
Capital 
expenditures 
are not deductible. 


Distinction is made between ex­ 
penditure for an asset and expen­ 
diture in connection with an as­ 
set. If the merchant should during 
the year, spend $500 on repairs to 
his building, such as repainting the 
roof or repairing broken windows, 
he may deduct such amount as a 
business expenso.

Medical, law, or other profes-. 
sional books, machinery, tools, im­ 
plements, or surgical instruments 
purchased by a taxpayer for use 
in his business, trade, or profes­ 
sion, art; capital assets, and their 
cost is not deductible.

The purchase price of an auto­ 
mobile, even when used wholly for 
business or professional purpose» 
is a capital expenditure and not 
deductible. The cost of gasoline, 
repairs, and upkeep of an auto­ 
mobile is deductible if used whol­ 
ly in business. If used partly for 
business and partly for pleasure and 
convenience of the taxpayer and 
his family, such cost should be ap­ 
portioned accordingly. The propor­ 
tion of cost justly attributable to 
business purposes is deductible as 
a necessary expense.
